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BELLOTTI  COMES  AROUND 


BOSTON-Massacluisetts  Attorney 
General  Francis  X.  Bellotti  has  joined  the 
ranks  of  dozens  of  other  state  officials, 
including  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  and  Se¬ 
cretary  of  State  Paul  Guzzi,  calling  for  the 
passage  of  the  1 97 5. gay  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  legislation. 

In  a  letter  to  Senator  Allan  R.  McKin¬ 
non  (D-Weymoutlr),  head  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  s  Commerce  and  Labor  Committee 
(which  oversees  the  progress  of  the  dis¬ 
crimination  measures.  H.2848  and  S.27,2). 
Bellotti  wrote.  “As  Attorney  General  of 
the  Commonwealth.  I  support  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendments  to  the  ...General  Laws 
which  would  insert  the  term  “sexual  ori¬ 
entation"  and  its  definition,  into  the 
(Mass.) Commission  Against  Discrimina¬ 
tion  Statutes.” 

Bellotti's  letter  was  a  surprise  to  many 
Stale  House  observers,  it  hud  been  general¬ 
ly  thought  that  the  Attorney  General 
would  remain  neutral  on  the  gay  rights  is¬ 
sue.  His  predecessor.  Robert  Quinn,  ac¬ 
tively  worked  against  the  1974  gay  rights 
legislation. 

Bellotti's  position  as  Attorney  General, 
as  well  as  his  reputation  for  possessing  a 
somewhat  conservative  political  disposi-

lion,  makes  the  announcement  the  most 
significant  boost  yet  lor  the  progress  of 
the  1975  gay  rights  bills. 


Violence  Erupts 

at  Pizza  Pad

BOSTON-A  racist  and  homophobic  oriented  brawl  broke  out  early  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing  at  the  Pizza  Pad,  272  Cambridge  St..  Beacon  Hill.  Three  people  were  hospitalized,  an 
attest  was  made,  and  there  was  over  S250  damage  done,  mainly  to  windows. 

Witnesses  told  GCN  that  at  approximately  2:30  a.m.  there  were  over  40  people,  pri¬ 
marily  from  Sporter’s  in  the  Pizza  Pad  when  about  a  dozen  young  men,  identified  as 
from  Charlestown,  entered,  appearing  drunk  and  “looking  for  treble.” 

Their  first  words  were  “look  at  all  the 
faggots."  They  followed  this  remark  with 
“Nigger  lover”.  “Southic  cats  shit"  and 
“stop  busing." 

Alter  several  minutes  of  hostile  re¬ 
marks,  a  confrontation  developed  be¬ 
tween  the  young  men  and  a  bi-raciai  cou¬ 
ple.  The  Black  man  stood  up  to  go  to  the 
counter  and  one  of  the  men  took  his  chair 
and  refused  to  surrender  it.  Racial  slurs 
were  cast,  a  fight  almost  developed,  but 
the  management  and  other  patrons  inter¬ 
vened. 

At  this  point  many  gay  patrons  left, 
sensing  impending  violence,  one  witness

HYAMS  GRANTS  FUNDS

BOSTON  Two  organizations  in  the 
gay  community  have  received  grants  from 
the  prestigious  Godfrey  M.  Hyams  Trust. 

The  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse  Youth 
Advocacy  program,  Project  Lambda  re¬ 
ceived  $5000  which  will  be  used  to  help 
meet  operating  expenses.  Steffi  Sommer, 
project  administrator  told  GCN  that  the 
money  is  paying  for  insurance  policies, 
worker’s  compensation,  supplies  to  build 
offices,  postage,  and  the  project  station¬ 
ary  and  pamphlet. 

The  Homophilc  Community  Health 
Service  received  $1 1 ,000  which  will  be 
used  to  hire  a  new  social  worker  whose 
primary  duties  will  be  to  serve  as  a  liason 
between  HCHS  and  other  mental  health 
agencies. 

“We  get  calls  all  the  time  from-other 
agencies  asking  for  advice,"  explained 
HCHS  Executive  Director  Donald  McGaw. 
He  said  these  agencies  generally  require 
more  than  a  “25-word-or-less  answer,” 
and  that  his  new  social  worker  would  pro¬ 
vide  the  extensive  consultation  these  agen¬ 
cies  seek. 

The  social  worker  would,  in  effect,  ex¬ 
pand  HCHS’s  services  through  the  other 
private  and  state  agencies  since,  indirectly, 
it  would  be  helping  the  gay  people  who 
arc  served  by  the  other  agencies. 

Rev.  McGaw  said  the  grant  was  award¬ 


ed  several  weeks  ago.  but  that  he  delayed 
the  public  announcement  until  Friday 
when  he  “opened  up  the  envelope  and 
took  out  the  check." 

Actually,  it  was  the  second  grant  that 
HCHS  had  sought  from  the  Hyams  founda¬ 
tion.  The  foundation  turned  down  a  grant 
application  in  1971 ,  shortly  after  HCHS 
was  founded  and  before  it  had  a  tax- 
exempt  status. 

“We  weren’t  really  not  set  up  to  accept 
grants  then,”  Rev.  McGaw  recalled. 

He  said  it  is  noteworthy  that  only 
three  years  later  the  Hyams  foundation 
trustees  felt  the  gay  consultation  program 
was  valuable  enough  to  warrant  a  grant. 

“This  shows  admirably  that  a  lot  of 
progress  has  been  made  by  gay  groups 
here  in  Boston  in  the  last  few  years,” 
McGaw  said. 

He  added  that  HCHS  is  ready  to  accept 
applications  for  the  new  social  worker 
position.  He  said  preference  will  be  given 
to  applicants  who  have  a  masters  degree 
in  social  work  and  at  least  two  years’  ex¬ 
perience  in  social  work. 

Although  the  Hyams  grant  expires  in  a 
year,  Rev.  McGaw  said  he  hopes  the 
grant  can  be  renewed  or  that  the  fees  from 
the  consultation  program  will  be  sufficient 
to  make  the  job  a  permanent  position  at 
HCHS. 


merit  in  defense  of  the  bi-raeial  couple. 
One  of  the  group  smashed  a  beer  bottle 
over  the  man’s  head,  and  he  was  kicked 
to  the  floor.  The  beer  had  been  brought 
in  by  the  men  from  Charlestown. 

Chairs  and  tables  were  thrown,  one 
person  was  stabbed,  and  two  others  were 
injured  and  required  hospitalization. 

James  Griffith,  a  customer  involved, 
told  GCN  that  “the  number  of  gay  men 
and  other  patrons  greatly  outnumbered 
the  assailants.  What  we  lacked  was  any 
sense  of  organization  and  defense.  There 
was  no  reason  why  we  as  a  group  could 
not  dispose  of  these  people  on  our  own.” 

The  response  of  the  Pizza  Pad  manage¬ 
ment  and  the  effectiveness  of  the  police 
were  questioned  by  several  witnesses. 
When  the  police  actually  were  called  is 
not  certain. 

The  Pizza  Pad  manager  told  GCN  that 
he  had  the  entire  situation  under  control. 
He  further  stated  that  when  shouting 
first  began  he  asked  the  men  to  leave  and 
called  the  police.  Before  the  police  ar¬ 
rived,  the  manager  stated  he  was  success¬ 
ful  in  getting  most  of  the  group  to  leave, 
but  the  last  one  out  attacked  a  patron  by 
the  door  and  the  melee  began. 

Other  individuals  have  informed  GCN 
that  the  manager  has,  on  other  occasions 
asked  people  to  leave  who  have  verbally 
accosted  patrons. 

The  manager  went  on  to  say  he  has 
hired  police  to  be  on  the  premises  from 
12  to  closing.  He  also  explained  that  he 
and  two  witnesses  had  appeared  in  court 
I  later  that  morning  to  bring  charges  against 


a  member  of  the  group  who  was  arrested, 
and  that  he  is  working  with  police  to  ap¬ 
prehend  the  person  who  started  the  dis¬ 
turbance. 

Gay  people  also  called  police  several 
times  and  upon  their  last  phone  call  the 
police  responded.  The  police  claimed 
that  this  was  the  first  call  thev  received. 

GCN  has  contacted  the  police,  and 
they  have  assured  us  that  they  will  active¬ 
ly  investigate  the  complaint,  checking  all 
tapes  of  emergency  91 1  numbers.  At 
press  time,  no  police  statement  is  avail¬ 
able.

MAINE  LINE

AUGUSTA— A  Gay  Rights  bill  will  not 
be  Filed  with  this  session  of  the  legislature. 
According  to  Peter  Prizer,  Political  Affairs 
Coordinator  for  the  Maine  Gay  Task  Force, 
the  decision  had  been  reached  following 
several  meetings  with  Terry  Ann  Lund- 
Aclon,  Executive  Directive  of  the  Maine 
Human  Rights  Commission.  Ms.  Lund 
reportedly  told  MGTF  Coordinators  that 
a  great  deal  more  ground  work  should 
have  been  done  before  the  introduction  of 
a  bill.  Lund  cited  her  experience  with  the 
women’s  equal-lights  amendment  as  an 
example.  Despite  many  good  intentions 
and  substantial  support,  women’s  rights 
advocates  found  themselves  overwhelmed 
.  and  inadequate  for  the  task  of  getting  a 
bill  successfully  through  the  legislature. 
They  lost  in  their  initial  try  and  were 
forced  to  mobilize  again  two  years  later 
betore  their  efforts  met  with  success. 

Prizer  said  that  the  Task  Force  would 
probably  submit  a  bill  for  consideration 
for  the  annual  special  session  scheduled 
one  year  from  now.  He  said  that  House 
Floor  Leader,  Jerry  Talbot,  a  Democrat, 
would  be  willing  to  sponsor  the  bill.  Tal¬ 
bot  is  the  first  black  to  serve  in  the  Maine 
legislature. 

Susan  Henderson,  Secretary  to  the 
Wilde-Stcin  Club  on  the  O  rono  campus  of 
the  University  of  Maine,  said  that  her 
group  was  too  consumed  with  plans  and 
preparations  for  the  forthcoming  Maine 
gay  conference.  Symposium  II,  to  have 
marshalled  their  forces  in  a  legislative  ef¬ 
fort.  These  sentiments  were  echoed  by 
Danny  Estes,  Chairperson  of  the  Bangor 
Gay  Support  and  Action  Group,  whose 
organization  will  host  some  of  the  Sym¬ 
posium  II  activities.  Estes  told  GCN  that 
lew  Task  Force  people  had  realized  the 
enormity  of  involvement  necessary  to  a 
successful  legislative  effort.

BANGOR— Gay  Support  and  Action 
has  become  Maine’s  first  gay  organization 
to  become  legally  incorporated.  Danny 
Estes,  Chairperson,  for  the  group  made 
the  announcement  last  week  following  a 
surprise  approval  by  the  State’s  Attorney 
General’s  Office.  An  initial  application, 
filed  last  November,  had  been  turned 
down  in  January.  Some  felt  that  the 
reasons  were  arbitrary  and  not  supported 

by  current  legal  trends.  Gay  Support  and 
Action,  Inc.  will  hold  a  free  dance  to 
celebrate.  It  is  scheduled  for  February 
1  5  at  the  Gay  Community  Center. 

GSA  lost  a  good  friend  in  December. 
Ken  Russell  passed  away.  Ken  was  per¬ 
haps  the  only  older  gay  active  in  the  move¬ 
ment  in  Maine.  A  retired  army  colonel  he 
had  a  long  and  successful  army  career. 
Following  his  retirement  he  ran  a  success¬ 
ful  business  for  a  few  years  in  addition  to 
publishing  several  articles  in  national  mag¬ 
azines.  He  leaves  a  lover  of  some  thirty 
years.  From  the  first  meeting  of  Gay  Sup¬ 
port  and  Action,  Ken  was  an  active  and 
committed  member.  As  the  GSA  news¬ 
letter  memorializes,  “He  gave  freely  of  his 
support,  his  experience,  his  time,  and 
even  his  home.  We  owe  Ken  a  great  deal, 
and  he  will  be  sadly  missed.” 

Nelson  Ackley,  GSA  Secretary,  has 
moved  to  Boston.  John  Croxford  was 
elected  to  replace  him.

CONFER

NEW  HAVEN— “Women  must  end 
their  junkie-like  dependence  on  men  and 
strive  for  a  stronger  self-image  and  sense 
of  independence,”  Margaret  Sloan,  Chair¬ 
woman  of  the  National  Black  Feminist 
Organization  told  250  women  who  attend¬ 
ed  a  minority  women’s  conference  in  New 
Haven,  February  14  and  15. 

On  Friday  evening,  speakers  represent¬ 
ing  different  minority  groups  addressed 
the  conference.  Hispanic  women  were  re¬ 
presented  by  two  speakers,  Pacquita  Vivo 
and  Anna  Nieto-Gomcz,  who  told  the 
conference  that  women  must  learn  to  in¬ 
corporate  feminism  into  their  personal 
and  political  lives.  Spring  Wang,  repre¬ 
senting  the  Asian-Amcriean  contingency, 
spoke  about  the  need  for  minority  women 
to  organize.  Ms.  Sloan  pointed  out  to  the 
conference  that  minority  feminists  arc  of¬ 
ten  split  because  of  elitism  within  their  or¬ 
ganizations.  This  split  must  be  bridged 
whether  it  is  caused  by  differences  in  sex¬ 
ual  preference  or  class. 

Issues  which  were  determined  to  be  of 
primary  importance  are  the  need  for 
stronger  rape  laws,  adequate  child-care 
services  and  the  enforcement  of  equal  pay 
for  equal  work  bill. 

Workshops  on  Saturday  included 
stereotyping  of  minority  women  and  the 
problems  of  relating  to  minority  men.  A 
workshop  on  alternative  life-styles  reveal¬ 
ed  that  many  minority  lesbians  were  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  conference  and  raised 
the  issue  of  how  they  were  being  dealt 
with  at  both  a  personal  and  organization¬ 
al  level. 

The  conference  ended  with  a  feeling  of 
unity  and  many  women  exchanged  ad¬ 
dresses  and  information  on  organizations 
that  were  previously  unknown.  Impor¬ 
tant  links  were  strengthened  and  some  of 
the  tension  between  gay  and  sisters  was 
put  to  rest. 
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Mr.  Sylvia  Sidney,  Sheri  Bardon,  DOB 
president,  and  Janet  Hamilton  of  The 
Citadel  will  serve  as  judges  for  the  Mid- 
Winter  Costume  Bali.  Friday  night  at  the 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse.  The  dance 
is  for  the  benefit  of  GCN.  John  L.  Bren¬ 
ner  will  serve  as  M.CV 

Prizes  will  be  awarded  in  five  categories. 

Clearview  Photo  Buttons  will  be  there 
to  take  pictures  of  contestants  for  a  rea¬ 
sonable  fee.  Part  of  the  proceeds  will  go 
to  GCN.

Legislation  Testimony  Continued

BOSTON-Rep.  Barney  Frank  told  the 
Commerce  and  Labor  Committee  that 
Massachusetts  has  come  “some  way  to¬ 
wards  sanity”,  telling  his  fellow  legislators 
that  they  now  “have  a  chance  to  extriate 
our  sins  at  the  Salem  witch  trials.”  He 
blasted  what  he  termed  a  most  “virulent 
form  of  irrational  bigotry”  that  gay  peo¬ 
ple  face  as  well  as  a  complete  absence  of 
any  sensible  arguments  against  the  anti- 
discrimination  bills. 

“If  supporting  these  bills  is  not  going 
to  hurt  you  politically,  what  conceivable 
reason,”  lie  asked,  “could  anyone  have 
for  saying  to  your  fellow  citizens. ..'No! 
You  can't  work,  you  can't  live  where  you 
want!'... I  cannot  understand  how  any 
member  of  the  Legislature  in  1975  wauls 
to  make  that  statement.”  Frank  said. 

Women’s  Caucus  Speaks 

Rep.  Carol  C.  Amick  (D-Bedford).  a 
member  of  the  Women's  Caucus  and  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  1075-76  Freshmen  Caucus, 
then  took  the  stand  to  read  a  statement 
signed  by  several  other-members  of  the 
Women's  Caucus,  including  Reps.  Doris 
Bunte  (D-Roxbury ).  Genevra  Counilum 
(D-Concord).  Barbara  E.  Gray  (R-Framing- 
ham).  Elizabeth  Metayer  (D-Braintrce). 
Ann  ('.Gannett  (R-Wayland).  LoisG. 

Pines  (D-Ncwton).  and  Karen  J.  Swanson 
(D-Brockton).  on  support  of  the  gay  anti- 
discrimination  bills.  A  surprising  signa¬ 
tory  to  the  supportive  letter  was  Rep.  Iris 
K.  Holland  (R-Longmeadow).  who  had 
voted  against  an  anti-discrimination  mea¬ 
sure  last  year. 

Rep.  Pines  was  next,  followed  by  Sen. 

Chester  G.  Atkins  (D-Acton),  the  young 
solon  from  the  Middlesex  and  Worcester 
district,  who  nervously  offered  his  con¬ 
spicuously  brief  testimony  in  support  of 
the  gay  rights  bills.

Rep.  Charles  F.  Flaherty  (D-Cambridge) 
then  took  the  floor  to  slate  that  “It  ought 
to  be  abhorrent  to  this  Committee  and  to 
this  legislature  that  such  discrimination 
exists,”  and  to  urge  the  Committee  to  act 
favorable  on  all  the  anti-discrimination 
measures  (there  were  several  other  bills 
before  the  same  Committee  regarding  dis¬ 
crimination  on  the  basis  of  age,  handicap, 
etc.).  The  Flaherty  testimony  may  have 
been  the  most  significant  one  of  the  morn¬ 
ing  for  two  reasons:  First,  Flaherty  is  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Mass.  Democratic 
State  Committee,  and  his  testimony  could 
be  an  indication  of  what  direction  the 
state’s  official  Democratic  Party  platform 
could  be  taking  next  year.  Secondly, 
Flaherty  voted  against  gay  rights  legisla¬ 
tion  in  1974,  and  had  apparently  been 
sufficiently  politically  proselytized  since 
then. 

The  next  witness  was  Peter  Chisolm,  an 
assistant  to  Secretary  of  State  Paul  H. 
Guzzi,  who  read  a  lengthy  letter  from  his 
boss,  who  could  not  attend  the  hearing  in 
person  due  to  a  previous  commitment, 
urging  the  speedy  passage  of  all  of  this 
year's  gay  rights  legislation.  Guzzi,  who 
has  had  close  ties  to  the  gay  community 
for  almost  two  years,  urged  the  Commit¬ 
tee  to  act  immediately  to  “remove  the 
injustices”  that  gays  face. 

Noble’s  “Relatives” 

Rep.  Elaine  Noble  was  ne  t.  "As  you 
know.”  she  said  to  Rep.  Richard  H.  De¬ 
mers  (D-Chicopce),  House  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  “I  brought  all  my  relatives 
with  me  today,”  pointing  to  the  throngs 
of  gays  in  the  rows  of  scats  behind  her. 
Noble  stated  that  she  also  brought  with 
her  a  request  front  Governor  Michael  S. 
Dukakis  urging  passage  of  the  anti-discrim¬ 
ination  measures. 

Noble  then  proceeded  to  offer  an  in- 
depth  analysis  of  the  1974  election  results, 
citing  figures  showing  that  most  incum¬ 
bents  defeated  for  re-election  had  voted 
against  gay  rights  bills,  and  that  Senator 
Robert  Hall,  a  first-term  freshman  Repub¬ 
lican  in  a  heavily  Democratic  district,  was 
re-elected  by  a  plurality  of  over  1  1 .000 
votes  in  1974,  even  though  his  opponent 
made  a  loud  and  exploitative  campaign 
out  of  Hall’s  pro-gay  stands. 

The  line  of  witnesses  continued,  and 
the  audience  was  watching  tensely:  Rep. 
Melvin  H.  King  (D-South  End)  spoke  of 
how  he  sought  the  elimination  of  all  injus¬ 
tice  against  human  beings.  Charles  Shively, 
a  teacher  at  Boston  State  College,  spoke 
of  the  difficulty  he  was  having  with  the 
aministration  at  his  school,  and  with  a  fel¬ 
low  teacher  "with  nice  legs”  who  claimed 
he  could  not  support  gays  because,  as  a 
child,  he  was  taught  only  to  hate  and  beat 
them  up.  Marion  Trudeau,  a  psychiatric 
nurse  affiliated  with  the  llomophile  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Service,  noted  the  psycho¬ 
logical  problems  that  many  gays  feel  from 
discrimination. 

“Stop  playing  let's  pretend!”  said 
Sandy  Harris  of  Tewksbury,  a  social  ser¬ 
vice  supervisor  with  the  Mass.  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  who  had  “come  out”  to 
her  employer  only  a  day  before.  In  what 
may  have  been  the  hearing’s  most  articu¬ 
late  testimony,  Ms.  Harris  made  a  drama¬ 
tic  plea  to  the  legislators,  addressing  her¬ 
self  to  a  variety  of  issues,  such  as  gays  and 
children,  her  own  job  safety,  and  political 
hypocrisy,  and  was  very  well-received  by 
all  present. 

Others  to  follow  included  Irv  Englander, 
president  of  the  M.I.T.  Student  Homo¬

phile  League;  Robert  Martin  of  the  New 
England  Prisoners  Association;  Arlie  Scott, 
director  of  the  Unitarian-Universalist  Of¬ 
fice  of  Gay  Concerns;  Ann  Wadsworth  of 
the  Boston  Gay  Speakers  Bureau;  Rev. 
Thomas  C.  Oddo.  Chaplain  to  Dignity; 

Paul  Deidrich,  president  of  Dignity-Na¬ 
tional;  and  John  Kyper,  a  Boston  law  stu¬ 
dent  who  presented  an  extensive  research 
paper  exploding  the  myths  about  gays  and 
child-molesting. 

Rev.  Randall  Lee  Gibson,  minister  of 
the  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse,  also 
spoke.  "I  am  embarrassed  that  I  have  to 
stand  before  you  and  plead  for  tire  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  for  people  who 
never  should  have  been  denied  those 
rights!"  said  Gibson. 

At  that  point,  Rep.  Marie  E.  Howe 
(D-Somerville).  vice-chairperson  of  the 
Committee,  turned  a  bright  shade  of  red 
and  glared  through  the  duration  of  Gib¬ 
son’s  testimony.  Howe,  the  senior  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  legislature's  Women's  Caucus 
and  a  well-known  Somerville  realtor,  had 
stayed  through  the  hearing  longer  than 
any  other  of  her  colleagues,  but  this  was 
the  first  noticeable  reaction  since  the 
hearing  had  begun  three  hours  previously. 

Jennifer  Gibson,  14.  followed  her  father, 
and  stated  that  “Homosexuality  is  nothing!' 
where  she  lives  at  the  meetinghouse. 

Continuing  with  more  testimony  were 
Rev.  Laurence  G.  Bernier,  pastor  of  the 
Metropolitan  Community  Church  of  Bos¬ 
ton;  Rep.  Gary  D.  Jones  (D-Middleboro); 
Harold  Doddy.  a  Third  Order  Franciscan 
who  spoke  on  being  gay  and  Black;  and 
Marianne  Abrams,  executive  director  of 
Americans  for  Democratic  Action. 

Virginia  Hurley,  manager  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  Elect  Elaine  Noble,  then  took 
the  floor,  and  quickly  found  herself  in  a 
spat  with  Rep.  Demers,  who  asked  her  if 
she  would  still  have  supported  the  gay 
rights  bills  before  the  Noble  campaign. 

Ms.  Hurley  replied  yes. 

Lobbying  Efforts 

The  Committee  for  Gay  Legislation 
'75  is  now  preparing  itself  for  an  inten¬ 
sive  lobbying  effort  before  the  bills  11.2848 
and  S.272  come  to  the  floors  of  the  House 
and  Senate. 

Rep.  Royal  L.  Bolling  Jr.  (D-Dorches- 
ter).  a  Committee  member,  told  GCN  that 
he  thinks  there  will  be  “no  problem  at  all” 
getting  the  bills  out  of  the  Committee  with 
a  favorable  report,  but  that  the  most  ef¬ 
fort  should  be  put  into  getting  gays  to  con¬ 
tact  their  individual  legislators  before  the 
vote.

Dear  GCN— 

Massachusetts  lias  laws  which  protect 
other  vulnerable  groups  such  as  women 
and  Blacks  from  discrimination,  but  it 
has  no  laws  protecting  homosexuals.  Fif¬ 
teen  cities  in  other  states  have  seen  the 
need  for  such  laws  in  the  last  three  years. 

In  addition,  eight  states  have  repealed 
their  laws  against-consenting  adult  sexual 
acts  done  in  private.  This  is  what  we  are 
asking  for  in  Massachusetts: 

H.2848  General  Discrimination  (the  same 
asS.272). 

This  bill  would  make  discrimination  in 
employment,  housing,  mortgages,  bonding, 
credit,  public  accommodations,  and  union 
membership  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orien¬ 
tation  illegal.  Presently  the  laws  cover 
race,  ancestry,  religion,  sex,  etc. 

H.2849  Discrimination  in  Civil  Service. 

This  bill,  more  limited  than  H.2848, 
would  make  discrimination  in  state  civil 
service  employment  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
orientation  illegal. 

11.2444  Repeal  of  Sex  Laws. 

Tins  bill  would  repeal  four  sections  of 
the  state  criminal  code  which  presently 
regulate  the  private  sexual  behavior  of 
consenting  adults.

Editor; 

There  was  an  article  in  a  recent  GCN 
suggesting  that  Dial  Help,  Inc.  of  Natick 
is  a  hotline  that  is  capable  of  serving  the 
gay  cortimunity.  As  a  former  hot-liner,  I 
must  disagree. 

When  the  article  was  being  written,  I 
was  interviewed  over  the  telephone,  and  I 
stated  that  there  were  several  gay  listeners, 
including  myself.  Because  of  my  very  re¬ 
cent  resignation,  there  are  now  one  bisex¬ 
ual  woman  and  no  gays  who  staff. 

The  reasons  for  my  resignation  are 
nearly  as  important  as  the  lack  of  gay  staf¬ 
fers.  One  evening  several  weeks  ago,  I  put 
up  a  sign  at  Dial  Help’s  office  that  said 
“gay  is  good”.  By  the  end  of  the  evening, 
several  unpleasant  remarks  about  gays  had 
been  scribbled  on  it,  and  by  the  next  even¬ 
ing,  it  had  been  ripped  off  the  wall. 

I  have  called  Dial  Help  in  the  past  for 
help  with  gay  related  problems,  and  the 
listener  to  whom  I  spoke  even  admitted 
that  she  couldn’t  do  anything  for  me.  My 
feeling  is  that  there  is  no  help  there  for 
gays. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  gay  staffers  and 
because  of  homophobia  among  some  of 
the  hot-liners,  I  must  say  that  1  would  not 
call  there  with  any  sexual  identity  prob¬ 
lems.

NEITHER  THE  FIRST 


I  guess  most  of  us  bumped  into  the 
Knights  Templars  in  Ivanhoe,  but  it  was 
not  until  irrelevantly  researching  that  gai 
sorcier  and  Mad  Quean  Aleister  Crowley 
that  the  bedeviling  Knights  of  the  Red 
Cross  transcended  their  thousand  years 
with  a  relavatory  clunk!  All  those  crazy 
rumors  about  sodomy  and  satanism  were 
true! 

Founded  for  the  avowed  purpose  of 
protecting  pilgrims  in  the  Holy  Land,  the 
Order  adopted  Benedictine  rule,  which, 
considering  this  included  chastity  and  pov¬ 
erty,  must  have  been  a  public  relations 
gimmick;  but,  in  return,  The  Order  receiv¬ 
ed  a  house  next  door  to  what  was  called 
“Soloman’s  Temple”  in  Jerusalem  and  so 
the  Order  of  the  Poor  Knights  of  Christ 
began  their  way  to  fame  and  fortune  as 
The  Knights  of  the  Temple  of  Soloman, 
or  Templars,  for  short. 

Their  dashing  military  exploits  won 
them  immense  fame  (and  fortune)  through¬ 
out  Europe:  they  received  whole  estates 
with  each  victory  against  the  Infidels.  Be¬ 
cause  of  all  their  successes  and  income,  a 
great  rivalry  grew  up  between  them  and  the 
White-Crossed  Hospitalers  and  the  Black- 
Crossed  Teutonic  Knights,  their  ultimate 
rivals.  These  orders  sought  their  destruc¬ 
tion  for  centuries. 

With  fame  and  fortune  came,  too.  a 
tendency  to  debauch,  perhaps  learned 
from  those  more  sophisticated  nations  of 
Islam  with  whom  they  were  contending 
•  for  the  barren  mountain-tops  and  dead 
salt-pans  of  the  Holy  Land.  I  don’t  know, 
but  there  arose  amongst  the  Templars  the 
robust  and  virile  pastimes  of  drunkenness, 
beatiality.  sodomy,  heresy,  and  satanism.

For  two  generations  the  Pope  (at  this 
time  Gregory  IX)  did  not  suspect  what 
was  going  on  in  the  Templars’  barracks; 
with  characteristic  urgency  (34  years  lat¬ 
er)  the  Church  declared  that  the  Templars 
were  in  need  of  drastic  (financial)  reform. 

Meanwhile  the  Templars  were  finding 
their  celestiality  elsewhere.  Since  the  loss 
of  Jerusalem  in  1  187  by  that  noted  Sodo¬ 
mite  King  Richard  the  Lionheart  to  that 
Gay  Sultan  of  Egypt  Saladin  the  Great, 
the  Templars  had  logically  enough  switch¬ 
ed  their  interests  from  Sex  and  Infidels  to 
Sex  and  Money.  When  Acre  fell  to  the 
Mohammedans  in  1291 ,  the  Templars  and 
the  Hospitalers,  in  an  uneasy  marriage  of 
inconvenience,  withdrew  to  Cyprus. 

The  Templars  became  in  short  order 
the  Rockefellers  and  the  Rothschilds  of 
their  day,  the  virtual  Banque  du  Europe, 
envied  for  their  wealth  and  for  those  spe¬ 
cial  privileges  which  money  brings;  like¬ 
wise,  they  became  the  most  mistrusted 
and  despised  Order  on  the  continent. 
Without  military  victories,  their  fame  be¬ 
came  almost  purely  financial,  a  wealth 
,  coveted  by  no  less  than  Philip  The  Fair  of 
France,  whose  perverted  lust  for  money 
and  power  had  led  him  to  persecute  the 
“Lombards”  (or  Italian  bankers)  and  the 
Jewish  moneylenders  (one  sees  Elizabeth 
Taylor  chained  to  her  stake!).  The  Tem¬ 
plars,  ignorant  that  an  Age  of  Nations  was 
being  born  in  which  monarchs  could  dic¬ 
tate  to  popes,  ignored  the  gossip. 

THE  TEMPLARS’  TRIALS 

In  league  with  its  vassal  monarchs,  the 
Church  moved  quickly  to  investigate  the 
Templars  (it  took  them  70  years).  In  1307, 
the  Templar  Trials  began.  A  typical  indict¬ 
ment  was  as  follows: 


1 .  The  administering  of  the  sacrament 
of  pen'ance  by  a  layman  (what 
would  today  be  an  inconsequential 
matter  of  semantics  and  sexism); 

2.  Buggery  and  the  use  of  the  “anal 
kiss”  (??); 

3.  Pissing  (etc.)  on  the  Crucifix  (obvi¬ 
ously  some  occultist  parlor  trick); 

4.  The  worship  of  an  idol  named  Baph- 
omet  (whose  fame  has  somehow  es¬ 
caped  me,  but  who  is  likely  of  Gnos¬ 
tic,  therefore  heretic,  origin);  and 

5.  The  omission  of  some  words  or  other 
from  the  Mass  ( Hoc  est  corpus  meum, 
etc.,  “This  is  my  body...”) 

If  we  take  these  charges  in  order  of  im¬ 
portance,  we  begin  with  Charge  2,  to  wit: 
Buggery  (read:  Sodomy). ..was  and  still  is 
considered  by  the  Church  a  heresy  (indeed 
the  word  ‘bugger’  is  derived  fromt  he  Bo¬ 
gomil  heretics  “who  were  particularly  num 
erous  in  Bulgaria”,  where  else?).  On  and 
on  went  the  Church’s  rational  investiga¬ 
tion:  the  rack  and  hot  iron,  the  penis 
plucked  out  with  tweezers  in  the  size  of 
ice  tongs,  the  hot  poker  shoved  in  any 
handy  hole;  a  chain-and-pincer  approach 
which  would  make  a  masochist  delirious 
to  switch  roles. 

As  to  the  charge  of  pissing  (etc.)  on  the 
Crucifix,  the  Templars  willingly  admitted 
to  the  charge,  it  being  a  kind  of  ultimate 
test  of  obeying  orders.  One  by  one,  the 
Templars  were  tortured,  tried,  found  guil¬ 
ty  of  heresy,  burnt  at  the  stake,  and  their 
great  fortunes  and  fortresses  confiscated.. 
..not  always  in  that  order. 

It  came  to  an  end  in  1314  in  France 
when  the  last  Grand  Master,  Jacques  de 
Molay  (sound  familiar?)  was  burnt  at  the

THE  LESBIAN/ 


By  MARGO 

Being  both  a  radical  Lesbian  and  a 
male-to-female  transsexual,  1  find  myself 
at  a  vortex  of  conflict  between  the  Lesbian 
and  transsexual  communities.  In  my  more 
pessimistic  moments,  1  sometimes  feel  as 
if  the  whole  Lesbian  community  is  down 
on  me  for  being  transsexual,  and  vice  ver¬ 
sa;  in  my  more  optimistic  moments,  1  feel 
like  writing  articles  like  this  one.  Although 
a  few  people  have  made  Lesbian/transsex¬ 
ual  controversies  an  arena  for  sheer  hatred 
and  bigotry,  my  hope  is  that  honest  mis¬ 
understandings  between  the  overlapping 
Lesbian  and  transsexual  communities  are 
at  the  root  of  most  problems. 

To  begin  with,  I  myself  as  a  Lesbian 
feminist  have  observed  a  great  deal  of  sex¬ 
ism  and  heterosexual  chauvinism  among 
male-to-female  transsexuals  which  must 
be  upsetting  to  any  Lesbian  or  even  any 
straight  feminist.  For  example,  Jan  Morris 
(on  the  Dick  Cavctt  Show)  spoke  about 
the  "tragic”  case  of  a  male-to-female 
transsexual  who  desired  Lesbian  relation¬ 
ships  after  surgery;  Cavett  commented 
that  the  idea  of  a  transsexual  choosing 
Lesbianism  was  just  too  confusing  to  dis¬ 
cuss  further.  As  a  Lesbian  who  considers 
love  between  women  to  be  simple  and 
very  natural,  I  was  depressed  and  angry. 

Yet  often  transsexuals  on  television  and 
other  media  make  Ms.  Morris  seem  femin¬ 
ist.  They  extol  home  and  family  as  the 
essence  of  femaleness,  reject  gayness  as 
immoral  or  unnatural,  and  define  them¬ 
selves  in  relationship  to  men.  When  I  hear 
such  interviews.  I  find  myself  virtually 
crawling  up  a  wall:  it  docs  not  surprise  me 
that  other  Lesbian  women  react  in  the 
same  way. 

At  the  same  time,  1  have  experienced 
a  great  deal  of  pain  from  the  conduct  of

some  Lesbians  toward  me  as  a  transsexual. 
The  dilemmas  I  face  are  almost  identical 
to  those  faced  by  Lesbians  in  the  feminist 
movement  a  few  years  ago.  If  I  proclaim 
my  transsexualism,  I  will  be  perceived  as 
separating  myself  from  my  natively  female 
Lesbian  sisters;  if  1  say  nothing  unless  and 
until  1  am  asked,  I  will  be  judged  as  hiding 
some  vile  secret. 

Last  year  1  became  involved  with  a 
group  of  Lesbian  anarchists;  1  was  immed¬ 
iately  accepted  as  myself,  a  very  freaky 
Lesbian.  Then,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  meeting,  everyone  froze  toward  me; 

I  had  become  a  “problem”  to  them,  as 
Lesbians  were  a  problem  for  straight  fem¬ 
inists  not  so  long  ago.  “Was  it  true?”, 
they  asked  in  so  many  words,  as  if  this 
were  the  Fifties  and  I  was  rumored  to  be 
a  former  Communist.  In  the  end  I  won 
at  least  temporary  acceptance;  but  1  did 
so  by  apologizing  for  rather  than  celebrat¬ 
ing  my  struggle  of  22  years  to  become  the 
woman  I  felt  was  me. 

On  another  occasion  I  was  at  a  femin¬ 
ist  bar,  where  1  met  a  woman  who  did  not 
know  me  but  who  had  put  down  Lesbian 
transsexuals  in  general.  We  got  along  well; 
she  related  to  me  simply  as  a  Lesbian  wo¬ 
man  (which  I  am),  and  l  discovered  that 
she  also  was  a  sensitive  human  being.  Yet 
I  was  haunted  by  the  feeling  that  if  she 
knew  my  past  she  would  probably  have 
rejected  me,  even  at  the  same  time  as  I 
felt  that  my  past  should  be  irrelevant. 

It  is  like  being  Gay  in  a  job  situation 
where  the  boss  does  not  know.  You  are 
not  hiding  it,  you  are  just  being  your  na¬ 
tural  self;  but  you  wonder  how  the  boss 
would  react  if  she/he  knew.  There  is  a 
strange  closety  tension  about  it  all.  Can 
I  leel  comfortable  among  other  Lesbians 
who  accept  me  as  the  real  person  I  am, 


but  would  reject  me  if  they  knew  how  I 
got  there? 

At  this  point  in  time  there  arc  many 
transsexuals  who  would  throw  Lesbians 
to  the  patriarchal  wolves  as  long  as  they 
coutd  live  in  their  desired  submissive 
“feminine”  roles;  there  arc  some  Lesbians 
who  would  ignore  or  even  trample  over 
transsexuals  if  this  served  their  neat  and 
rigid  “revolutionary”  plans.  1  would  like 
to  explore  why  it  is  that  transsexuals  ig¬ 
nore  or  even  ridicule  Lesbians  and  vice 
versa,  but  first  we  must  deal  with  some 
aspects  of  human  sexuality  which  are  of¬ 
ten  confused. 

In  discussions  of  both  gayncss  and 
transsexualism,  there  are  three  concepts 
which  often  get  tangled  or  confused.  First, 
there  is  one’s  overall  feeling  of  being  fe¬ 
male  or  male,  which  I  will  refer  to  as  gen¬ 
der  identity .  Secondly,  there  is  one's  pre¬ 
ference  in  forming  intense  love  relation¬ 
ships  for  one  or  both  sexes  (or  even  for  a 
compatible  human  being  regardless  of  sex), 
which  I  will  call  sexual  preference,  although 
I  might  prefer  the  term  “amatory”  prefer¬ 
ence  in  order  to  stress  the  element  of  love 
whether  or  not  it  is  genitally  expressed 
(more  on  this  later).  Finally,  there  is  one's 
conformity  or  defiance  (or  simple  ignor¬ 
ing)  of  sex  roles,  the  arbitrary  sexist  defini¬ 
tions  of  what  is  supposed  to  be  “feminine” 
or  “maculine.” 

To  begin  with,  many  confuse  gender 
identity  with  sex  roles;  and  such  confusion 
makes  it  impossible  to  understand  trans¬ 
sexualism.  Perhaps  I  can  make  the  distinc¬ 
tion  clear  by  considering  a  situation  which 
many  natively  female  Lesbians  experience. 

A  radical  feminist  may  challenge  all  sex 
roles;  she  may  joyously  celebrate  her  "mas¬ 
culine”  strengths:  she  may  repudiate  all 
patriarchal  definitions  of  what  it  means  to 
be  a  woman;  yet  she  still  feels  that  she  is 
female,  and  that  all  women  arc  her  sisters. 
Let  us  refer  to  this  total  affirmative  feel¬ 
ing  as  femaleness. 

In  contrast,  the  patriarchal  system 
speaks  of  femininity,  this  means  being  sub¬ 
missive,  being  a  sex  object,  and  above  all 
being  attractive  to  men  rather  than  to  one¬ 
self  or  one's  sisters.  Thus  radical  femin¬ 
ism  means  celebrating  femaleness  (sister¬ 
hood,  women's  culture,  etc.)  in  our  own 


terms  while  rejecting  all  sex  role  barriers 
(e.g.  accepting  both  sensitivity  and  strength 
while  rejecting  both  submission  and  dom¬ 
ination). 

I  have  found  that  living  as  a  woman 
full-time  for  the  past  16  months,  celebrat¬ 
ing  my  femaleness,  has  made  me  much 
stronger  and  more  “masculine”  in  many 
ways.  Musically,  I  find  myself  belting  out 
some  very  gutsy  Blues  which  border  on 
screaming;  1  find  this  one  of  the  heaviest 
expressions  of  my  femaleness  and  Lesbian¬ 
ism.  Recently  a  gay  male  at  a  coffeehouse 
called  me  a  diesel  dyke;  I  thanked  him  for 
letting  me  know  that'  I  have  character! 

In  other  words,  as  radical  feminists  we 
feel  a  deep  sense  of  being  women  and  sis¬ 
ters,  but  this  feeling  is  beyond  any  defini¬ 
tion  or  stereotype.  This  is  true  of  us  whe¬ 
ther  we  are  natively  female  or  transsexual. 
Wc  all  face  the  same  paradoxes  and  dilem¬ 
mas.  Once  this  is  understood,  a  lot  of 
Lesbian/transsexual  tension  may  suddenly 
vanish. 

Sometimes  feminists  have  asked  me 
why,  if  I  consider  sex  roles  both  unjust 
and  ridiculous,  do  1  not  just  live  as  a  man 
and  express  both  my  “feminine”  and  my 
“masculine”  qualities  in  that  way?  In  do¬ 
ing  this  they  arc  assuming  that  somehow 
I  have  chosen  to  be  a  woman  so  that  I  can 
be  "feminine."  In  fact,  I  have  chosen  to  . 
live  as  a  woman  simply  because  that  is 
what  1  am,  and  because  only  by  affirming 
my  femaleness  and  sisterhood  with  alt  wo¬ 
men  can  i  be  myself,  strong  and  filled  with 
energy  as  well  as  sensitive.  How  would 
these  feminists  feel  about  living  as  men? 
Obviously  they  would  consider  it  a  mas¬ 
querade.  and  would  demand  their  right  to 
celebrate  their  femalencss.  So  do  1. 

Moving  to  another  confusion  which 
many  Gay  people  have  battled  against, 
gender  identity  must  not  be  confused 
with  sexual  preference.  Lesbians  (as  op¬ 
posed  to  female-to-malc  transsexuals)  are 
not  biological  females  who  have  a  male 
gender  identity;  they  are  simply  women 
who  love  other  women.  Gay  men  (as  op¬ 
posed  to  male-to-female  transsexuals)  are 
not  biological  males  who  have  female  gen¬ 
der  identities,  but  are  men  who  love  men. 

People  who  arc  trapped  in  the  het  trip 
often  find  it  contradictory  for  me  to  be 
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transsexual  and  Lesbian,  because  they  as¬ 
sume  that  to  be  a  woman  is  to  love  men 
and  vice  versa.  Thus  my  parents  alternate¬ 
ly  would  suggest  that  the  main  reason  I 
wanted  the  change  was  to  relate  in  straight 
ways  to  men;  or,  they  would  argue  that  if 
1  were  going  to  relate  to  women,  why  do 
1  need  to  be  a  woman  myself.  My  parents 
are  two  of  the  best  meaning  straights  I 
have  met,  but  I  guess  that  they  are  still  a 
bit  confused. 

However,  there  is  no  reason  that  my 
situation  need  be  confusing  to  Gay  people. 
Regardless  of  my  native  genitals,  1  feel 
myself  to  be  a  woman  who  loves  women , 
or  simply  a  Lesbian.  As  1  wrote  above,  I 
consider  love  between  women  to  be  a 
natural  thing,  whether  the  women  are  na¬ 
tive  or  transsexual.  The  problem  is  that 
sometimes  even  Gay  people  apply  bet  lo¬ 
gic  to  transsexuals,  and  I  woidd  say  that 
a  great  majority  of  male-lo-fcmale  trans¬ 
sexuals  apply  lict  logic  to  themselves  and 
everyone  else.  For  example.  I  read  an  in¬ 
terview  in  which  a  transsexual  defined 
Lesbians  as  “women  who  want  to  be  men." 
If  1  had  been  at  that  interview.  1  would 
have  had  some  interesting  comments  to 
make! 

Finally,  of  course,  sexual  preference  is 
different  from  any  stereotyped  adherence 
to  sex  roles.  We  all  know  that  gay  and 
straight  people  cannot  be  separated  in 
general  on  the  basis  of  sex  role  behavior; 
even  more  importantly,  we  are  struggling 
to  get  totally,  away  from  the  butch/femme 
trip.  For  me,  being  a  Lesbian  woman 
means  being  both  strong  and  sensitive,  for 
love  requires  both  qualities. 

Unfortunately,  my  sister  Lesbians 
sometimes  bold  anti-transsexual  attitudes. 
By  anti-transsexual  attitudes,  1  mean  pre¬ 
judices  which  would  exclude  from  the 
Lesbian  movement  those  transsexuals  who 
are  living  full-time  as  women,  and  would 
exclude  them  for  any  reason  which  would 


not  equally  exclude  their  native  sisters. 
Opposition  to  sexism  in  any  people,  in¬ 
cluding  both  transsexuals  and  Lesbians,  is 
of  course  necessary!  Anti-transsexualism 
does  not  refer  to  this  kind  of  opposition. 
Rather  it  refers  to  prejudice  and  exclusion 
directed  against  transsexuals  as  a  category. 

Before  analyzing  the  reasons  for  anti¬ 
transsexualism  among  Lesbians,  I  feel  it 
necessary  to  challenge  one  argument 
against  even  raising  this  issue;  unfortunate¬ 
ly,  it  is  an  argument  which  has  gained  cur¬ 
rency  in  the  Gay/feminist  press  in  Boston. 

According  to  this  argument,  the  discus¬ 
sion  of  transsexualism  causes  disagreement 
in  the  Lesbian  movement;  and,  after  all, 
how  many  Lesbian  transsexual  are  there? 
The  conclusion  is  that  the  suffering  of  a 
few  strange  people  can  and  should  be  put 
safely  aside  until  “after  the  revolution.” 

Further,  it  is  sometimes  even  argued 
that  transsexuals  must  take  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  this  dissension  among  their  na¬ 
tive  Lesbian  sisters;  to  use  the  favorite 
macho-radical  phrase,  transsexuals  “are 
objectively  counter-revolutionary”  be¬ 
cause  they  are  distracting  their  native  sis¬ 
ters  from  much  more  important  things.  1 
have  been  given  this  argument  not  only  in 
print  but  in  person. 

In  the  year  1862,  a  number  of  Blacks 
met  with  President  Lincoln  to  demand 
emancipation  of  the  slaves.  Lincoln  re¬ 
plied  that  the  important  thing  was  preserv¬ 
ing  the  Union,  with  or  without  slavery. 
Further,  he  argued  that  the  slaves  and 
Black  people  generally,  were  responsible 
for  the  Civil  War,  since  without  them 
there  would  be  nothing  for  white  people 
to  fight  about! 

In  the  early  1960’s,  during  a  peace 
march  in  the  American  South,  it  was  ar¬ 
gued  that  segregation  should  not  be  raised 
as  an  issue,  since  that  would  alienate  the 
white  population  of  the  region  from  join¬ 
ing  in  the  struggle  against  nuclear  war. 
After  the  world  was  saved,  some  people

argued,  then  Jim  Crow  could  be  tackled. 

Later  in  that  decade,  when  women 
first  demanded  their  rights  in  the  male- 
dominated  Left  movements,  they  were 
put  down:  after  all,  women  did  not  con¬ 
stitute  a  class  or  oppressed  group,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  going  macho  ideological  defini¬ 
tions.  Little  things  like  feminism  could  be 
dealt  with  after  the  working  class  (or 
Third  World  or  whatever)  was  liberated. 
Further,  women  who  demanded  their  own 
freedom  were  accused  of  being  counter¬ 
revolutionary,  since  they  were  causing  di¬ 
vision  and  conflict  among  their  male  com¬ 
rades. 

At  about  the  same  time,  Gay  people 
were  also  accused  of  being  “bourgeois  de¬ 
cadents;”  furthermore,  they  were  obvious¬ 
ly  capitalist  agents  who  would  even  stoop 
so  low  as  to  challenge  the  revolutionary 
government  of  Cuba  for  a  few  minor  im¬ 
prisonments  of  homosexual  perverts: 

Last  but  not  least,  around  1969  and 
1970  straight  feminists  attacked  Lesbians 
for  "dividing  the  movement”  and  for 
raising  issues  “irrelevant  to  the  majority 
of  women,  irrelevant  to  the  main  focus  of 
our  movement.”  Betty  Friedan  went  so 
far  as  to  call  Lesbians  “the  Lavender  Men¬ 
ace,”  and  to  suggest  that  Lesbians  were 
CIA  agents  sent  to  disrupt  the  respectable 
feminist  movement. 

Thus  it  is  not  surprising  that  transsex¬ 
uals  should  be  treated  in  the  same  way 
that  Blacks,  women,  gay  people,  and  Les¬ 
bians  specifically  have  been  treated,  and 
all  in  the  name  of  “revolution.”  We  also 
note  that  whites,  men.  and  straights  find 
it  easier  to  postpone  other  people’s  libera¬ 


tion  in  the  name  of  radicalism  than  to  con¬ 
front  their  own  prejudices  now.  All  Les¬ 
bians  (transsexual  and  native)  should  re¬ 
ject  this  logic  of  slavery  and  hypocrisy, 
and  all  transsexuals  who  respect  themselves 
should  challenge  it  aggressively  and  with¬ 
out  hesitation  or  apology. 

At  the  Congress  to  Unite  Women  in 
1970,  the  straight  feminists  in  charge 
blocked  a  workshop  on  Lesbianism.  About 
20  Lesbians  staged  a  nonviolent  takeover 
of  the  Congress,  in  which  they  humorous¬ 
ly  and  effectively  presented  the  justice  of 
their  cause.  They  demanded  that  women 
be  united  by  supporting  Lesbian  liberation 
rather  than  by  ignoring  or  denouncing  it. 
The  time  has  come  to  unite  women  regard¬ 
less  of  native  genitals,  and  to  unite  them 
by  all  nonviolent  means  necessary. 

Now  we  come  to  the  specific  reasons 
for  anti-transsexualism  in  the  Lesbian  com¬ 
munity.  Of  course,  one  reason  is  the  very 
genuine  mood  of  anti-Lesbianism  among 
many  transsexuals.  It  is  important  that  we. 
as  Lesbians,  avoid  the  classic 'prejudicial 
practice  of  judging  all  the  members  of  a 
group  by  the  actions  of  some. 

However,  coming  to  the  other  reasons, 
we  find  that  misinformation  and  outdated 
sexist  attitudes  are  crucial.  The  causes  are 
basically:  1.  Misinformation  about  trans¬ 
sexualism;  .2.  Overly  narrow  concepts  of 
Lesbianism;  3.  Misguided  notions  of  po¬ 
larization  in  the  Lesbian/feminist  struggle: 
and  4.  Clinging  to  patriarchal  definitions 
of  sex  abd  gender.

LES  SECRETS  DU  GOTHA 

So,  through  this  tragical  excursion  into 
the  rise  and  demise  of  our  Gay  Knights  in 
Shining  Armor,  one  would  believe  their 
thousands  had  been  annihilated;  but  there 
is  a  mystery  of  clues  hidden  here;  the 
Templars'  Red  Cross,  their  " secret  rites". 
the  vehemeiice  of  the  Church's  persecu¬ 
tion,  perhaps  the  term  Grand  Master,  and 
the  name  de  Molar.  The  most  blatant  clue 
of  all  is  Homosexuality  itseil,  the  power 
of  which  was  the  Templars'  "greatest  se¬ 
cret"  and  the  persecution  of  which  proves 
its  power. 

The  Knights  of  Templars,  of  course, 
were  never  wiped  out  completely,  but  sur¬ 
vived  underground,  being  the  fraternal  an¬ 
cestors  (shall  we  call  them  Uncles?)  of 
mail}  organizations  which  control  Main 
Street.  U.S.A. 

The  most  obvious,  perhaps,  is  the  Free¬ 
masons.  with  their  masonic  craft  degrees 
centered  on  the  building  of  the  Temple  of 
Soloman,  their  grotesque  hierarchies,  their 
elitism  and  their  sexism,  and.  of  course, 
their  youth  corps  called,  in  fact.  De  Molar'. 
But  the  Masons'  claim  to  be  the  direct  des¬ 
cendants  of  the  Templars  is  utterly  bogus, 
il  not  now  embarassing.  Their  watered- 


down  Templarism  is  on  the  order  of  the 
Stride  Observance  in  France  and  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland,  mere  tools  of  paternal¬ 
istic  capitalism  to  control  small  businesses. 
One  cannot  sec  the  Mason’s  “secrets  to  un¬ 
locking  the  power  of  sex  for  financial  gain” 
as  anything  like  "The  Order  of  the  Bell", 
but  rather  as  a  box  of  bubblegum  cards  or 
dirty  pictures  hidden  in  a  closet. 

Other  cousins  are  less  well  known.  The 
Church  of  Satan  (of  Jayne  Mansfield  fame) 
is  a  little  closer;  the  most  notorious  exam¬ 
ple  is  the  Onto  Templi  Orientis  which  had 
as  its  most  famous  "Outer  Head"  The 
Great  Quean  Crowley  herself.  But  even 
the  Chapters  of  the  Rose-Croix,  even  the 
term  Rosicrucian,  all  of  these  are  descend¬ 
ants  of  the  Templars,  all  trying  to  build 
their  temples  of  secret  rites  which,  when 
they  are  most  authentic,  resemble  the  far 
more  interesting  sex  and  occult  parties  of 

Beacon  Hill  in  the  fifties. 

While  the  males  at  least  of  the  Homo- 
phile  movement  could  count  the  Templars 
as  their  "spiritual  advisors.”  Gay  Indepen¬ 
dence  has  espoused  a  complete  cleaning  of 
the  broom-closets  of  Cinderella-land. 

Nobody  has  a  right  to  tlie  "secrets”  of 
good  sex,  of  love,  of  beauty. ..or  of  money 
either.  These  are  public  commodities. 

Even  the  Church  has  no  monopoly  over 
love,  though  it  has  presumptuously  assum¬ 
ed  that  "rite".  Ilomophiles  know  the  se¬ 
crets  to  the  power  of  love  too.  and  it's 
time  tliev  tattled.

The  most  realistic  way  for  most  people 
to  affect  the  vote  of  their  legislators  is  to 
write  them  a  personal  letter.  As  many  as 
six  letters  on  any  one  issue  is  considered 
a  landslide  by  most  state  legislators,  so 
vour  letter  does  count. 

Refer  to  the  bills  by  number  and  ask 
for  a  vote  in  favor  and  a  reply  to  your  let¬ 
ter.  Your  letter  will  have  more  impact  if 
you  show  that  you  are  familiar  with  the 
legislator's  vote  or  stand  on  the  issue. 

(Call  Gay  Legislation  '75:  6 1 7-338-81 73. 
from  6-9  pm.  Tues..  Wed..  Tluirs.J  Thank 
those  who  have  voted  favorably  in  the 
past  and  ask  for  their  vote  again.  For 
new  legislators,  for  those  uncommitted  or 
who  have  voted  unfavorably  on  the  bills, 
stale  your  feelings  honestly  but  don't  get 
defensive  or  offensive.  Many  non-gay 
people  are  supporting  this  legislation  so 
your  letter  of  support  will  not  identify 
your  sexual  orientation. 

A  visit  in  person  to  your  legislator  is 
the  ultimate  in  effectiveness.  It  is  best  to 
make  an  appointment.  Those  from  out¬ 
side  the  Boston  area  usually  have  an  office 
in  their  districts.  To  reach  your  State 
Senator  call  6 1  7-727-2455:  State  Repre¬ 
sentatives  call  617-727-2424.

In  the  Boston  Phoenix,  Winthrop  Davis 
stated,  “Until  recently  only  the  Socialist 
Workers  Party  candidates  had  the  nerve  to 
use  the  word  “gay"  in  their  position  papers.

men  to  their  full  human  and  civil  rights  in 
every  sphere  of  life.  With  us  it’s  not  just  a 
campaign  slogan  or  a  piece  of  paper  we 
drag  out  during  election  campaigns.  The 
SWP,  more  than  any  other  political  group 
or  party,  is  active  all  year  round  in  helping 
to  build  demonstrations,  rallies,  teach-ins 
and  public  meetings  in  support  of  the  strug¬ 
gles  of  not  only  gay  people  but  also  Blacks, 
women,  Puerto  Ricans  and  the  struggles  of 
working  people. 

This  year,  in  response  to  a  Gay  Way 
questionnaire  former  Governor  Sargent 
stated  that  he  supports  the  amending  of  the 
state's  General  Laws  to  outlaw  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  of  “sexual  preference  in 
employment,  union  membership,  housing, 
public  accomodations  and  insurance.”  He 
went  on  to  say  he  supported  the  repeal  of 
some  sections  of  the  criminal  code  dealing 
with  “unnatural  and  lascicious  acts”  but  is 
very  much  against  reducing  the  age  of  sex¬ 
ual  consent  from  21  to  16.  Dukakis,  in  a 
more  general  statement,  says  he  supports 
the  repeal  of  all  sections  of  the  criminal 
code  dealing  with  sexual  preference. 

We  in  the  SWP,  along  with  others  con¬ 
cerned  with  wiping  out  all  laws  which  dis¬ 
criminate  against  gay  people,  welcome  the 
support  of  Sargent.  Dukakis  and  every 
other  Democratic  and  Republican  politician 
willing  to  take  a  stand  in  favor  of  gay  rights. 
It  is  not  surprising,  however,  in  an  election 
year  to  hear  a  pretty  long  string  of  cam¬ 
paign  ‘promises'.- We  will  have  to  wait  and 
see  what  the  new  Governor  will  do  to  trans¬ 
late  his  ‘words'  into  meaningful  actions, 
frankly,  the  past  record  of  the  Democratic 
and  Republican  parties  does  not  bode  well 
for  keeping  such  ‘promises'.  In  fact .  it  is 
these  two  parties  who  have  dominated  the 
governmental  apparatus  for  100  years  w  ho 
are  directly  responsible  for  the  law's  cur¬ 
rently  on  the  books  in  every  state  which 
discriminate  against  gays.  Two  years  ago 
the  McGovern  campaign  taught  gay  acti¬ 
vists  a  hard  but  important  lesson.  While 
McGvoern  began  his  campaign  espousing 
women's  rights,  gay  rights,  etc.  at  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  National  Convention  these  issues 
and  the  representatives  of  Lite  different  gay 
and  women's  groups  got  swept  under  the 
rug  when  it  came  to  dialling  the  official 
Democratic  Patty  Platform.  Till'  was  be¬ 
cause.  just  as  always,  the  Democratic  Party 


had  no  intention  of  throwing  itself  behind 
the  struggles  of  oppressed  groups  in  this 
country.  This  was  true  for  gays,  Blacks, 
women  and  all  other  oppressed  groups.  Al¬ 
so  look  at  the  bills  introduced  here  in  Mass¬ 
achusetts  in  the  last  year.  Although  limit¬ 
ed,  they  were  designed  to  eliminate  discrim¬ 
ination  against  gays  in  employment  and 
housing  and  they  were  all  soundly  defeated 
by  the  Democratic  politicians  who  control 
the  legislature.  The  same  holds  true  in  most 
other  states.  Today,  because  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  gay  liberation  movement  and 
the  growing  support  for  its  demands,  Dem¬ 
ocratic  and  Republican  politicians  must 
pay  at  least  lip  service  to  gay  rights. 

Unlike  Sargent  or  Dukakis  the  SWP 
candidates  did  not  save  their  support  for 
gay  rights  for  strictly  ‘gay  audiences’.  In 
virtually  every  major  speech,  interview  and 
in  all  of  our  main  campaign  literature  we 
stand  uncompromisingly  with  the  struggle 
of  gay  people  for  their  full  human  and  civil 
rights.  Our  candidates  for  public  office  as 
well  as  many  other  members  and  supporters 
of  the  SWP  have  participated  and  helped 
build  every  Christopher  Street  demonstra¬ 
tion.  This  year  our  candidates  for  Govern¬ 
or,  Lt.  Governor  and  Attorney  General  cam¬ 
paigned  throughout  the  state  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  raising  such  issues  as  the  fight  of  the 
Worcester  Gay  Union  to  eliminate  discrim¬ 
ination  in  housing  and  employment  of  gays 
in  the  Worcester  area.  We  issued  public 
statements  of  support  and  helped  to  build 
public  meetings  here  in  Boston  and  in  Wor¬ 
cester  to  win  support  for  the  Gay  Union's 
struggle.  At  the  University  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  several  members  of  the  Young  Social¬ 
ist  Alliance,  a  socialist  youth  group  which 
supports  the  SWP  candidates,  participated 
in  the  struggle  of  the  gays  on  that  campus 
for  its  Tight,  to  exist  on  campus  just  like  any 
other  campus  group. 

'  That's  why  our  political  program  never 
says  'vote  for  us'  and  we  will  solve  your 
problems.  We  say.  the  only  way.  any  funda¬ 
mental  social  change  will  come  in  this  coun¬ 
try  is  through  the  independent  action  and 
mobilization  of  the  masses  ol  working  peo¬ 
ple  in  this  country  independent  of  the 
Democratic  and  Republican  parties.  If  you 
look  back  at  the  rich  history  of  struggles  in 
this  country  you  will  see  what  we  mean. 

All  the  major  social  sains  from  the  aboli- 
1  ionist  movement  to  the  mi I’frmc  move- 


ment,  from  the  movement  for  an  8  hour 
day  to  the  civil  rights  movement,  and  I  torn 
the  anti-Vietnam  war  movement  to  the 
Abortion  rights  movement  were  won  by 
people  organized  in  the  streets  of  this  coun¬ 
try  completely  independently  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  or  Republican  parties.  As  a  result  ol 
these  truly  massive  movements  the  govern¬ 
ment  has  been  forced  to  grant  certain  re¬ 
forms  which  have  improved  the  living  con¬ 
ditions  and  extended  democratic  rights  to 
more  and  more  people.  Ultimately,  thor¬ 
ough-going  social  change  can  only  be 
guaranteed  by  replacing  the  existing  capit¬ 
alist  system  of  government  with  a  new 
socialist  society,  and  this  too  can  only  come 
about  through  a  movement  consisting  of 
the  overwhelming  majority  ol  American 
working  people.  This  idea  ol  mass  indepen¬ 
dent  actions  is  the  main  aspect  of  our  pro¬ 
gram  in  our  election  campaigns  and  all  year 
round.  We  use  our  election  campaigns  to 
build  support  for  the  various  protests,  de¬ 
monstrations  and  rallies  such  as  gays  de¬ 
manding  repeal  of  anti-gay  laws,  women 
demanding  their  right  to  abortion  and 
Black  students  who  are  fighting  against  a 
thoroughly  racist  movement  denying  them 
their  right  to  a  decent  education. 

Today  more  and  more  people  arc  turn¬ 
ing  away  from  the  Democratic  and  Repub¬ 
lican  parties  and  looking  for  a  genuine  alter¬ 
native.  This  is  why  the  SWP  fields  candi¬ 
dates  in  every  election.  We  run  to  provide 
a  political  alternative  to  the  twin  parties  of 
war,  racism,  inflation  and  sexism.  We  put 
forward  a  platform  which  is  in  the  interest 
of  all  working  people  and  oppressed  people 
in  this  country.  I  myself.  Diana  1  ravis.  ran 
for  Cambridge  City  Council  in  1973  as  an 
activist  in  the  gay  and  socialist  movements 
to  further  the  demands  and  build  support 
for  the  gay  liberation  movement. 

Of  course,  even  today,  not  everyone  is 
friendly  to  socialist  ideas.  In  the  10/26/74 
issue  of  GCN  in  an  article  by  David  DeNeel 
there  were  a  few  critical  statements  about 
the  SWP.  In  fact,  in  the  recent  past  there 
have  been  several  unfavorable  articles  in 
the  GCN.  Our  views  and  the  views  ol  those 
who  support  socialist  ideas  have  received 
very  little  space  in  your  pages,  and  we  hope 
with  this  article  that  more  and  more  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  fed  up  with  the  injustices  of 
this  capitalist  sy  stem  will  write  more  arti¬ 
cles  and  letters.
